For  the  Year  1951 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  District  has  been 
satisfactory  during  1951.  The  crude  death  rate  of  7.9  per  thousand 
of  the  estimated  population  was  slightty  lower  that  that  for  the 
previous  year,  and  was  well  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
(12.5).  The  birth  rate  at  17.5  per  thousand  shows  a still  further- 
decrease  over  the  previous  years,  but  was  still  above  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  (15.5).  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  35 
per  thousand  live  births,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  average 
for  the  previous  five  years,  which  was  57.  I am  happy  to  report 
that  no  maternal  death  was  recorded  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  total  incidence  of  infectious  disease  shows  a decrease 
compared  with  the  previous  year — 1,191  cases  being  notified  in 
comparison  with  1,356  in  1950.  There  was  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  measles,  but  a decrease  in  whooping  cough  and  scarlet 
fever.  Four  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  one  of  which  proved 
fatal.  This  case  was  in  an  un-immunised  child.  No  case  of  para- 
typhoid fever  was  notified.  One  case  of  acute  polio -myelitis  was 
reported.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  shows  a slight  increase — 
84  cases  of  respiratory  and  1 6 cases  of  non-respiratory  being  notified 
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during  the  year,  compared  with  75  respiratory,  and  11  non- 
respiratory  cases  during  the  previous  year.  It  is  considered  that 
this  increase  in  incidence  is  due  to  the  more  detailed  examination 
of  contacts  which  is  being  carried  out  at  the  chest  clinics,  which 
has  resulted  in  many  early  and  mild  cases  being  detected,  and 
consequently  notified  to  this  Department.  There  were  22  deaths 
from  respiratory  disease  compared  with  30  during  1950,  and  34 
during  1949. 

As  reported  previously,  overcrowding  in  many  parts  of  the 
district  continues,  and  it  is  difficult  to  assess  accurately  the  adverse 
influence  it  must  have  on  the  health  of  the  community.

Water  Supply  : 

The  Water  Supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation 
of  Liverpool,  and  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  in  quantity.  Water  is 
supplied  from  public  mains  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Direct  to  dwelling  houses  : — 13,877  dwelling  houses. 

( b ) By  means  of  stand  pipe  : — none. 

Water  is  supplied  from  a private  supply  in  one  case  i.e.,  shallow  well, 
and  serving  one  dwelling  house. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  served  by  disposal  works  employing 
sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters,  and  sludge  digestion  plant.  D.W.F. 
950,000  gallons  per  day.  Remainder  of  the  district  taken  by  Liverpool  sewers.

To  the  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  again  to  report  that  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Department  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year. 

The  routine  work  appertaining  to  the  environmental 
condition  of  the  district  continues  to  be  our  earnest  concern  with 
an  endeavour  to  keep  a fair  balance  of  attention,  commensurate 
with  Staff,  between  all  phases  of  our  work.  The  statistics  that 
follow  illustrate  how  far  we  have  succeeded  in  this. 

Housing  conditions  continue  satisfactory  generally,  with  of 
course  sub-standard  property  demanding  a large  proportion  of 
our  attention.  A certain  amount  of  overcrowding  exists  in  the 
area,  and  it  is  hoped  to  carry  our  during  the  coming  year  a survey 
of  certain  sections  of  the  District  in  order  to  obtain  some  reliable 
data  in  this  respect. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Staff  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Legal  Proceedings  : 

Court  proceedings  were  instituted  in  eight  instances.  In  all  cases, 
either  the  repair  work  was  completed  before  the  day  of  hearing  or  an 
abatement  order  obtained.  Two  appeals  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Section  75  against  the  service  of  notices  for  the  provision  of  Dustbins 
were  upheld  by  the  Court. 

Council  House  Inspection  : 

House  to  house  inspections  of  all  Council  Houses  has  been  carried 
out  once  during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  1,752  visits  having 
been  made  for  this  purpose. 

Interviews  : 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  had  239  interviews 
with  landlords  and/or  contractors. 

Disinfestations  : 

Five  Council  houses  and  six  private  houses  were  found  to  be  bug 
infested  and  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

During  the  year  thirteen  private  houses  were  also  treated  for 
cockroach  infestation,  the  occupiers  paying  the  cost  of  the  work.  Seven 
Council  houses  were  treated  at  the  Council’s  expense.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  : 

Milk  Supply — 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  supply  for  the  district  comes  from  the  large 
dealers  outside  the  area.  There  are  now  only  two  cow-keepers  with  premises 
within  the  district  registered  under  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 
Other  purveyors  of  milk  with  premises  within  the  district  number  four. 


Premises  are  inspected  frequently  and  their  condition  is  good.  Regular 
samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  all  purveyors  includ- 
ing those  entering  the  district  and  the  following  are  the  results  for  the  year:  —

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Ice  Cream  : 

There  are  43  premises  within  the  district  registered  under  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Act,  1938.  Thirty  - 
eight  are  dealers  only,  and  five  are  manufacturing  dealers.  Of  the  latter 
one  is  making  hot  mix,  and  four  use  the  complete  cold  mix  powder.  Premises 
are  frequently  inspected  and  all  operations  regularly  scrutinised. 

Generally  conditions  are  satisfactory  on  all  these  premises.  One  of  our 
chief  difficulties  is  the  keeping  check  on  surreptitious  hawkers  of  ice  cream 
who  may  arrive  in  the  district  at  all  hours.  This  form  of  trading  would  be 
more  easily  controlled  if  these  hawkers  were  required  to  be  registered  with  the 
local  authority  in  whose  district  they  trade. 

During  the  season  106  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  the  methy-
